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iL CODIGLIONE (ILL CO-DILL-YO-NEY) 
ITALIAN 
By V. F. BELIAJUS 


I first saw this dance around 29-30 in Chicago’s Famous 
Hull House during a festival when a group of six couples, 
well in their years, danced it. At that time I did not copy 
down the Italian calls as I wasn’t interested, but jotted 
down figures. I wrote to my friend Carlotta Mascione, who 
is a dancer and who lives in the Hull House vicinity who 
had friends who still remembered some of the calls. A1- 
ditional translations were added by Irvin Sicotte of San 


Francisco. Michael Lamont of Cleveland, Ohio likewise 
confirmed that this dance was done by members of his 
family as described but under the name ‘Contradanza.” 
Some seem to call the males in the dance ‘“‘Uomini - Men”, 
others “Vavallieri - Gentlemen’. Take your choice. 
Codiglione is the Italian form for ‘Cottillion.’’ Cottillions 
are group dances of courtly origin. Original traditions de- 
manded that no less the four couples perform this dance. 

They opened the ball of the evening and the mixer part 

of the dances served as a “get acquainted—ice breaker” 

among the guests. 

Record: Any Italian type of Quadrille, such as Allegria 
(Harmonia 2074B), Palermitana (Harm. -2070B), the 
regular Italian quadrille found under several labels, or 
a Tarantella of a march tempo, will be suitable. The 
best one is Tarantella Barese (Harm. 2074A). 

Step: A nice easy walk, two steps per measure. 


Formation: Couple behind couple in a promenade (Varsou- 
vienne) position.
